It 4s feported that in an informal discussion 
of our monetary problems, following his recent 
address before the Economic Club in New York, 
Senator Aldrich said: “I have a plan which was 
Suggested by the Ambassador from France—a 
plan which will make the United States the finan- 
cial center of the world—a position to which she 
is entitled by her resources and by her wealth, 
present and prospective.” 

The statement has been understood‘ to mean 
that the Senator will propose a plan of a great 
central-bank similar to the Bank of France, The 
belief that some such plan will be submitted is 
strengthened by the announcement that the mon- 
etary commission intends to have printed and to 
submit to Congress not a brief and succinct rec- 
ommendation of any particular project, but a vast 
compendiuni of information concerning all the 
banking systems of the world. With any such 
vast mass of reports before it, Congress will be 
inclined to accept any sort of proposal that will 
relieve the members of the task of digesting the 
report of the Commission, or even of skimming 
through it. 

Owing partly to the traditions left among the 
people by President Jackson’s fight against the 
Bank of the United States, and partly to the fear 
of local banks in various parts of the country that 
a central bank would tend to a complete centrali- 
zation of our banking capital, there will assuredly 
be a good deal of ‘opposition to any plan that pro- 
vides for the establishment of such a bank. That 
much is made evident by the opposition already 
manifest to the proposed establishment of a Postal 
Savings Bank -y this Congress. 

While it is not at all likely that any central 
bank plan will closely follow that of the Bank of 
France, it would be impossible to find a better 
model.~ The solidity, utility and security of the 
French monetary system are among the wonders 
of human achievement. Since the bank was creat- 
ed by Napoleon, France has been three times in- 
vaded hy foreign armies and has -had- her Gov- 
ernment four times overthrown by domestic revo- 
lution, yet amid all these military, political and 
social disturbances and disasters, the bank has 
never been shaken nor have its notes been dis- 
credited. 

What has served the French people so well 
under so many vicissitudes of evil fortune, has 
certainly a claim upon our attention when we are 
studying our own monetary problems.

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NO CLASS CONSCIOUSNESS HERE. 

When two women of fashion, wealth and so- 
cial position like Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont and Miss 
Anne Morgan undertake the leadership and direc- 
tion of a strike, class distinctions are pretty well 
broken down. 

Ever since Karl Marx published his great book, 
“Capital,” the Socialists have preached the doc- 
trine of class and insisted that work people can 
accomplish the regeneration of society only by 
cultivating what they call “class consciousness” 
and making it the ground upon which they pro- 
ceed in their war against class. On the face of it 
the doctrine is a paradox, but the contradiction 
disappears when it is explained that the victory of 
the working class will destroy the very idea of 
class by the creation and estabHshment of one 
class, which will swallow up all other classes. Of 
course, if there is only one class there can be no 
classes and all distinctions based upon differences 
of economic conditions will disappear with the 
disappearance of those differences. 

‘But Mrs. Belmont and Miss Morgan cut the knot 
in the beginning by repudiating suck distinctions 
and abandoning their own class to identify them- 
selves with the human speciés itself, in which, in 
the natural order, there are infinite distinctions 
of individual power, but none at all of artificial 
creation.. They assume from the first what tne 
Socialist hopes for at the close of a long struggle. 

As described, the plan of campaign of these two 
ladies is intelligent and practical. It would be a 
strange outcome, and yet in the light of experience 
it ought not to be surprising, if the cause of the 
working people as represented by. the trade union-

Lew Kinsey says he would have the 
marriage law so changed as to provide 
for the publishing of the bans of mar- 
riage in the newspapers from ten days 
to two weeks after the license has been 
applied for. This, he said, would elim- 
inate elopements, which frequently re- 
sult in divorce. Hasty marriages, he 
declares, are usually contracted by peo- 
ple who scarcely know each other. 
“The woman does not know whether 
the man she is marrying is capable of 
supporting her,” said the Judge, “and 
then, when she finds out he cannot, she 
rushes to the divorce court. In my ex- 
perience on the bench it seems the com- 
mon ground for divorce has been lack 
of support.” 
Judge Sale Would Prohibit 
Marriages by Peace Justices 
IUDGE SALE believes it would be 
J a good thing to compel the pro- 
posed contracting parties to pub- 
lish their names for a period before the 
marriage, but he also advocates that 
the law be re-enacted so as to pro- 
hibit justices of the peace, and even 
circuit judges, from performing mar- 
riage ceremonies. In granting a 4i- 
vorce a few days ago to & Woman, 
Judge Sale announced from the bench 
that, under the law, he would have to 


issue a decree in her favor, but that | 


if hei had his way he would not do co 
because she was married by a justice. 

‘In a majority of the divorce cases 
that come before me,’” said Judge Sale, 
“the parties were married by a justice 
of the peace, some times by a circuit 
judge. Of such marriages not more than 
one out of 20 lasts five years. They are 
hasty, cheap and ill-considered affairs. 
No solemnity accompanies the ceremony, 
and the parties married have nothing to 
impress them with the responsibility of 
the undertaking. As Shakespeare said, 
‘lightly won, lightly prized.’ 
the people of this country will wake up 
and then we will have marriage laws 
which will go a long way towards check- 
ing the divorce evil.” 

Judge Williams’ policy of having the 
defendant in default cases represented 
by a “friend of the court” is having 
a good effect, but frequently, if the 
plaintiff has a weak case, the attorney 
gets around Judge Williams’ policy by 
taking a change of venue from his 
court, alleging prejudice of the Judge. 
Judge Sale likewise has sought to rem- 
edy the evil by summoning defendants 
in default cases. 

No circuit- judge has had more ex- 
perience with divorce cases than Judge 
James E. Withrow. In his 17 years on 
the bench he has tried 3000 such cases 
and has granted decrees in about three- 
fourths of them. 

Absence of Children Often Is 

Productive of Divorce Cases 

UDGE WITHROW said to a Post- 
J Dispatch repérter: 

‘“‘In many fnstances I have no- 
ticed that the couples seeking legal 
separation are without children. Then 
many board instead of keeping house, 
thereby sacrificing much privacy. Board- 
ing gives the woman a good deal of 
time to get around and she sometimes 
gets into trouble. If she were keeping 
house she would have no time for such 
things. 

“Another thing is that some couples 
pay too much attention to small dif- 
ferences and fall out over trifling mat- 
ters| There should be two bears in 
every family—bear and forbear. A 
man’s dislike for his wife’s mother also 
figures-in numerous cases. If he would | 
try half as hard to please the girl’s 
mother after his marriage as he di-i 
before every one would get along hap- 
pily.” 

Judge Withrow believes that if the 
wife would try to live within her hus- 
band’s means and not spend money 
unnecessarily many divorce cases would 
never be brought. a

Seventeen hundred men ate a big thr- 
key dinner at the Midday Lunchroom 
Christmas day when the Homeless 
Men’s dinner wis‘ given as.a part of 
the Post-Dispatch Christmas festival, 
The dinner began at 11:30 a.m. and it 
was 2:30 p.-m. before the last of the 
long line had been served. 

These guests of the contributers to 
the Post-Dispatch Christmas, Festival 
Fund represented the men who have 
nd homes, no money, no work and in 
whom hope is at a low ebb. Men who 
had known days when there was no 
such thing as want in their lives sat 
gide by side with negroes and others 
who through all their lives had hovered 
at the very bottom. 

There was a strange feeling of broth- 
erhood felt on all sides, There was no 
disorder, no attempt to infringe on the 
rights of the man farther up in the 
line and no inclination to interfere with 
the simple arrangements in order to be 
more quickly served. 

Every man who applied was given his 
dinner and he was asked no questions; 
Many bore unmistabable evidences of 
having spent many hours in a barroom 
seeking their dinner, but not one was 
refused and without exception each was 
orderly and careful of his demeanor at 
the table. ;

was of such a crude character that it 
would hardly be recognized as aoe rn 
ond great American gamé today. 
those early days it served more as is 
excuse for a rush between the sopho- 
mores and the freshmen, 

The foothall of the early college days 
gave place to rushes between thé 
classes, which were. p lly the 
same as the football game of that day, 
except that the ball was not used. These 
rushes, at first governed by no laws or 
rules, took on a form of organization 
during the ‘60s. There was no game |} 
about it during the ’@s, but.a ball was 
kicked about and more or less amuse- 
ment derived from it. 

In the early "70s, however, a num 
of rugby boys at Harvard revived the 
game and it was taken up in earnest 
and associations organised at several 
of the colleges. In 1872 Columbia Uni- 
versity played a match game with Yale, 
on the 16th of November. There were 20 
men on a side and the game was nearer 
the English Association game than the 
English rugby. The costumes of thoné; 
days were long trousers end jerseys: 
The rules were simple and forbade any- 
one picking up, carrying, or throwing 
the wpe ll. There were no “on” or “off 
side les, and goals were made by} 
pam the ball under the erogsvar In- 
stead of over it. Fouls were penalized 
by making the player who had commit- 
ted the foul toss the ball straight up in’ 
the air from the place where. the foul 
occurred, and it was unfair to touch 
the ball until. hfter it had touched thef 
ground. This particular rale gave rise 
later to a good deal of skillful drop- 
kicking, the man kicking the ball just 
as it touched the ground. Although the 
game was played with 20 men ona side, 
when a man was disabied instead of 
sending in a substitute a man was 
dropped form the other side. 

Real Start in 1874. 

It was not until 1874 that football be- 
gan’ {ts present career of interest in’ 
American ‘colleges. In that year ‘football | 
clubs ‘were formed ‘ih’ Many “of* the 
American colleges, each institution hav- 
ing five or Sfx teams which played: in- 
terclass games. The first match games 
played between teams of different col- 
leges under the American rulés was 
played on old Forbes Field, at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., between Harvard and 
McGfll University of Montreal, Canada. 
This game was played on May 14, 1874, J. 
and resulted in a victory for Harvard 
by three touchdowns against McGill 
nothing. The players on the Harvard 
team were Tyler, Lombard and Good- 
rich, tenders; Cabott, Grant’and Whit- 
ing, half tenders, ‘and Banger,~ Morse, 
Lyman, Randall and Leeds, rushers. 
The McGill players were Rodger and 
Gilbert, tenders; Abbott, Joseph, Thom- 
as and Goodhue, half tenders, ' and 
Baynes, Jenkins, Hall, Huntington and 
Bowie, rushers. Emmons Blaine, son 
of James G. Blaine, former Becretary 
of State, was a member of the Har- 
vard club and acted as linesman, in this } 
game.

the first national legislative convention, 
which will be held in Washington, Feb. 
15, 16 and 17: 

The purposes of this convention were 
clearly explained by Uharles Thaddeus 
Terry, chairman of the legislative 
board, at the recent annual meeting of 
the A. A. A. In New York City. As a 
further evidence of the increasing in- 
terest in the importance of equitable 
automobile legislation, it is worthy of 
note that Mr. Terry nas been invited by 
the officers of the Watfofial Civic Fede- 
ration to speak befére that body on this 
subject at the National Conference on 
Uniform Legislation to be held in Wash- 
ington, Jan. 17, 18 and 19. 


Governors Have Been Invited. 


At the February convention delegates 
from all the clubs in the national or- 
ganization have been .requested to at- 
tend, and ,invitations have been éx- 
tended to the governors of ali the 
states in the Union; inviting them to be 
present in person or by one or more 
iy tg accredited representatives. 

he purpose of the convention is two- 
fold—first, to secure the passage in Con- 
gress Of the Federal niotor vehicle reg- 
istration bill, and second, to brink Bé- 
fore the official. delegates of the’ va-! 
rious states the necessity of @nacting &. 
uniform State motor vehicle law. ._° 

The Federal registration bill; which 
has been advocated persistently by the 
legislative board of the American Au- 
tomobile Association for more than two 
years, seeks to permit interstate travel 
of motor cars by a simple method of 
one registration through @ national reg- 
istration bureau, this regulation to be 
operative in all states, without the ne- 
cessity of securing a special license to 
tour in a dozen or more states, as is 
now the prevailing syaiem 

State Motor Legislatien. 

“We believe,” said Mr. Terry in his 
annual report before the American Au- 
tomobile Association, ‘‘that there is no 


adequate answer to the expediency and 


the legality of the measure, except its 
prompt enactment into law, and any ané 
every congressman who seeks to evade 
the question or to attempt an argument 
in opposition should’ be met fairly and 
equarely by better arguments, and that 
is not difficult.’’ 

In referring to the work accomplished 
since 1907 for a uniform State motor ve- 
hicle law, Mr. Terry said that the prog- 
ress made thus far was highly encour- 
aging. In % states some-of the more 
important features of this State law 
have already - been enacted. Those 
States which now exempt nonresidents 
from paying an additional registration 
fee, provided such motor users have 
complied with the law in their home 
states,, are New York, California, I)li- 
nois, Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Missouri, Nebraska, New Hamp- 
shire, North carolina, Ohio, Oregon, 
South Dakota, Utah, Washington and 
Wisconsin. In Massachusetts, Vermont 
and Pennsylvania nonresidents are ex- 
empt from registration and license: fees 
for 10 days; in Rhode Island for 20 days. 

The registration fees, however, vary 
greatly. In Nebraska and South Dakota 
the fee is $1; in Minnesota, ‘$1.60; in Ten- 
nessee, Utah, Maine, Virginia, Washing- 
ton, Wisconsin and Florida, $2; in Ore- 
gon, Michigan and Maryland, $8; In 
‘Ohio, North Carolina, Missouri ané@ 
Iowa, %; in New Hampshire, $10; ali 
these being a fiat registration fee with. 
out regard to the horsepower of the ma.- 
chine.

the rights of others. 

Farmer Is Auto's Friend. 

No longer does the farmer menace the 
motor car ag in former days. The farm- 
er in many pert of the country is now 
one of the most ardent advocates of 
automobile use and no longer decries 
the movement for good roads. Indeed 
the National Grange and the Farmers’ 
Clubs are now the strongest allies of 
automobilists towards securing bene- 
ficial measures. 

Stil] another point and perhaps the 
most prominent of all that has been ac- 
complished year by year by the steadi- 
ly inepeasing. demand for more cars 

ning new owners, new us- 
thereby meaning | op tule 
every season, is the organising strength 
that has developed. The governing body 
of the United States, the American Au- 
tomobile Association, depends upon the 
automobile users of the country for the 
ability to secure these very benefits as 
have been enumerated. 

This national organization is the rep- 
resentative of the automobilists of the 
country through their hundreds of clubs 
Again it is the representative of the 
states through the organization of these 





clubs into (hetr respective stete bodies. 
This national idea was well expressed 
in a monthly bulletin of the Automobile 
Club of Philadelphia and which was 
quoted by President Lewis R. Spears, 
President of the A. A. A. in his annual 
réport as follows: 

“A word now to the motor user: As 
an individual you camnot bring about 
the result you want nor yet as a local 
club nor as a single State federation. 
You must combine nationally—the man 
into the local club, that club Into a 
State body and this In turn to a com- 
pact national organization.. No single 
club, local or State can do this work 
in the American spirit; it must be a 
representative body reflecting the will 
and action of the local movement every- 
where.” 

That this national idea is being well 
worked out is amply shown by the fact 
that the national asé@ociation showed 
an increase of approximately 50 per cent 
in membership during the past year, 
its present membership being close to 
%,000. There are 30 State associations 
including those of Hawaii and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. These associations 
have a membership of sbout 235 clubs, 
and there is in addition a score of un- 
federated clubs in states where state 
associations have mot as yet been 
formed. Six new asecciations were 
formed during the yeer; in the States 
of Louisiana, Colorado, Utah, South 
Dakato, Wyoming end Iowa. Texas 
and Alabama are about to form state 
associations, In mo part of the country 
has there been more active interest 
in the practical work saceomplished 
through the agencies of motoring 
than in the South. The Good Roads 
movement has been agitated there as 
never before.

OLD RUSES ABANDONED 





Companies Dropping Their 
Schemes to Give Transpor- 
tation. Illegally. 





Following closely the resignation of 
“Col.” William H (Bill) Phelps from the 
legal and legislative staff of the Mis- 
souri Pacific system, political leaders 
have been quietly informed that they 
fmeed expect no free railroad transpor- 
tation in connection with the big Dem- 
ecratic gathering to be held in Kansas 
City, Jan. 8. 

Politicians are wondering if this an- 
nouncement signifies a determination on 
the part of the railroads to cut off all 
free passes, excepting only legitimate 
employes. The point is made that the po- 
litical wirepuller of a railroad corpora- 
tion, commonly called ‘legislative 
agent” or “lobbyist,”’ and transportation 
courtesies go hand in hand and one 
minus the other is as helpless as a ship 
without a rudder. 

Officials of the Missouri Pacific com- 
pany refuse to discuss the retirement of 
Phelps or to indicate if the office of 
legislative agent will be abolished. 

The impression that the Missvuri 
Pacif lobby sign would no longer 
hang out at Jefferson City was re- 
moved, however, when it became 
known that “Col.” James M. Seibert 
will continue to act as “statistician” 
of the company. At the 1907 and 
1909 sessions, Seibert represented the 
Missouri Pacific, American Tobacco 
Co., and other corporations. He reg- 
istereG under the new anti-lobby lew, 
but this Phelps refused to do, con-

The Gould railroad in- 
terests, for example, have in each coun- 
ty of the State between 8 and 15 men, 
who are known as bondsmen of ‘the

quired chiefly (if at alb when an ap- 
peal in damage cases is taken to the 
higher courts. 
pa: “pondsmen” nearly always fig- 
ure conspicuously in the polities of their 
communities. They help to name the 
county officers, legislators and others 
who can be of service to, their clients. 
It not infrequently happens that the 
bondsmen are themselves public of- 
ficers, but being classed as employes 
of the raiiroad, which furnishes them 
with annual passes, they are not amen- 
able to the anti-pass statutes. 
A well-informed railroad man admitted 


to a Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
average “bondsmen” thus maintained on 
the free transportation roll of the rail- 
road companies Would not be accepted 
as surety by any court.

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PRISONERS LED 
BY MRS, DOXEY 
SING ANTHEMS 


One hundred and eighty prisoners in 
the city jail joined in singing “America,’’ 
“Dixie’’ and other songs at the Christ- 
mas entertainment yesterday afternoon. 
Mrs. Dora Doxey, who, with her hus. 
band, Dr. L. B. Doxey, is charged with 
the murder of William 3B. Erder, led 
the singing. From a baicony screened 
off from the rest of the prisoners, she 
and 2) other female prisoners took part 
in-the exercises. Mrs. Doxey has a rich 
soprano voice and it could be heard 
above the others. 

M. Dwight Fortner, convicted Friday 
of forgery, occupied a seat near the 
front and also took part in the singing. 
Seven Chinamen held for deportation 
sat near him. Fortner did not seem the 
least disturbed and sang as heartily as 
any. Other songs in which the prisoners 
joined were ‘“jiearer My God to Thee’’ 
and “I Need Thee Every Hour.” 

The singing of the hymns affected 
many of.the prisoners and there were 
many dimmed eyes. Milton C. Crutch- 
field, a son of a Chicago minister, who 
is charged with passing .a worthless 
check, was touched by the hymns, 
which recalled to him his. early religi- 
ous training. His voice trembled as he 
sang. 

MeClure Sings Also. 

Others whose voices were heard were 
J. W. McClure, the former Singer Sew- 
ing machine employe, awaiting trial for 
embezzlement, and Henry Barckers, 
awaiting trial for complicity in the al- 
leged robbery of a bank at Benbow, Ii, 

A solo, “On the Lake,” was rendered 
by Miss Agnes Wolf, daughter of Jailer 
Wolf. The jailer’s,two other .daugh- 
ters, Marguerite and Ellen, known as 
the “prison angels,” sang “Holy Night”’ 
and “Little Black Lambs.” Jailer Wolf 
sang “The Holy City.” 

After the exercises the prisoners were 
permitted to exercise in the rotunda. 
Dr. Doxey, by special permission from 
the jailer, talked to his wife for 15 min- 
utes through the screen which protect- 
ed the women from the men prisoners. 
Fortner did not avail himself of the 
chance to exercise, but sat down and 
smoked black cigars. He refused to 
talk to reporters. 

Mrs. Wolf, wife, of the jatier, received 
a letter yesterday from Mrs. Doxey’s 
sister, M Rdg Mary Morris, 1856 Sherman 
pavenue, Evanston, Ml., expressing faith 
in Mrs. Doxey's innocence. Shé said 
she would corhe to see her if permitted 
to talk with her sister in jail. 


SETTER ATTEMPT 
0 FREE “SEITER 
RUM JAIL FAILS} 


Charles Seiter of 1815 Lynch Lol 
went to Belleville late yesterday after- 
noon and took his wife along with him 
to convince the Belleville authorities 


that Charles Seiter of 4220 Evans ave- 
nue was not a bigamist. 

Seiter of Lynch street succeeded in

SOME’ BIG TRANSFERS 
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Trades Indicate Confidence in 
Downtown Sites as Income- 
Producers, 


A resume of the year by the Mercan- 
tile Trust Company discloses the fact 
that the real estate department of that 
company enjoyed a good year. It re- 
ports that the market in 1909 swung 
back to its normal state and that real 
estate at. the close of the year was in 
better ‘shape than for some years. Its 
report is as follows: 

BY THE MERCANTILE TRUST CO. 

In the main the realty situation dur- 
ing the year just closing was a source 
of satisfaction to owners and operators. 
While the market did not at any time 
assume thé proportions of a boom, 
there were unmistakable signs of an 
upward movement and a greater de- 
gree of interest was manifested in re- 
alty by men of all conditions in life. 
The buying which. began to gain 
strength in the latter part of 1908 was 
given stimulus in the year and through- 
out the greater portion of the ensuing 
12 months, confidence was supreme. 

At times transactions wére closed with 
a regularity that suggested the palmy 
days of 1905—the best year experienced 
in the real ‘state market—and while 
occasionally, the market seemed slow 
and lagging, it was not through any 
lack of confidence, but oftimes rather 
because of an inability on the part of 
late comers to grasp the change in con- 
ditions. 

Property in the districts upon which 
the attention of investors had been fo- 
cused for sometime, and which, as a 
result, had developed rapidly and sub- 
Stantially, was naturally the objective 
point of these new buyers. Their un- 
willingness to pay the higher prices de- 
manded and the owners’ disposition tq 
stand firm caused a deadlock, which 
was difficult to overcome. Delays en- 
sued, giving the situation’ a depressed 
appearance on the surface, while as a 
matter of fact buyers were as numer- 
ous as ever and the market active. 

Totals Preve Year's Activity. 

However, the best tést of the year is 
in the total shown, and in this respect 
the year just closing was a distinct im- 
provement over 198. Greater activity 
in all lines was apparent and opera- 
tions were conducted on a better scale. 
A notable inérease in values was shown 
by some sections, while others, which 
had heretofore been neglected, felt the 
stimulus of the year's activities. All 
grades of good reliable property were 
in demand, and anything that smacked 
of a bargain was immediately picked 
up and in frequent cases sold at a 
profit in a few days. 

A signifiednt feature of the year’s 
market, and one which is of consider- 
able importance in its bearing on the 
commercial and manufacturing situa- 
tion in St.Louis, was the increase in 
the number of sales of sites for new 
factories and business houses, as weli 
as for commercial institutions already 
established but desiring more space. 

Leases of structures for these pur- 
poses also figured prominently in the 
year’s transactions, especially so in 
the last few months. In fact, if the 
demand along this line is any index 
to the development of §t. Louis in a 
commercial way, it may be stated that 
the city is forgin® to the front in a 
verygratifying manner. 

The absorption of investment , prop- 
erties by: all classes of buyers was the 
really distinguishing characteristic of 
the market. “Business men who are 
noted for their discrimination in the 
matter of investments, joined, with 
those who were.having their first ex- 
perience in putting their money out, 
in swelling the list of transfers of the 
year. The demand ranged from the 
big downtown holdings through the var- 
ious grades, high class apartments, 
semi-business properties in the central 
districts down to the small single flats 
in the outlying sections. 

Opportunity in St. Louis Realty, 

The prices realized were encouraging 
and indicate that the belief, held by 
operators of other cities that real es- 
tate in this city, figured on the basis 
of revenue returned, is held at a lower 
level of value than in any 0 
center of population, is ing recog- 
nized by St. Louisans and that they 
are taking advantage of the opportuni- 

es offered to share in the profits 
which they feel are certain to accrua. 

The year also witnessed .the re- 
turn of the speculator in greater 
numbers to the field, and many of 
them reaped rich harvests. It is a 
wéll_ conceded fact among real estate 
men that when this class of operators 
begin trading, the market assumes 
an active tone, their theory being a 
quick turn and@ a small profit, which 
involves a Gouble transfer of the 
same property ‘and a conséquent 
swelling of the list of transfers in 
a short period. Their presence also 
means that mortgage money ts eastiy 
obtainable and at good rates, as it is

New Lean Method a Success. 
The faith of the investing public, both

this. city. The: Mercantile Trust Co., 
whieh has a department specially de- 
voted to this class of business, ne- 
gotiated and sold last year, real es- 
tate loans mounting in big figures. 
The new way of handling large loans 
inaugurated by this company, which 
means dividing the amount into 
smaller denominations, ‘was givén a 
full and successful test. 

It was stated by an officer of the 


Trust company that in many cases a 


single advertisement was sufficient 
to sell an entire issue, and that the 
notes were sold from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, and from the Lakes to 
the Gulf. 

In the case of small individual 
loans, he stated, the demand on the 
part of the investors was greater 
than the supply. He stated that their 
clientele included many who had 
heretofore invested in stocks « and 
bonds. Their change of faith he at- 
tributed to the fact that they have 
come into a realization of the fact 
that real. estate well lgcated in a 
large and growing city is a commod- 
ity in permanent demand for resi- 
dence and business purposés, hence it 
has a certainty of productive power 
superior to all other forms of se- 
curities, and is capable of more def- 
inite appraisment. In &ddition, it ts 
maintained, mortgages return a 
greater rate of interest and are no 
longer considered a slow asset. 

The Mercantile Trust Co. was the 
intermediary in many of the trans- 
actions of the year, both large and 
small, and the list hereto appended 
includes only a few of the more tm- 
portant deals closed by it in the va- 
rious sections of the city. : 

Grand-Leader Deal Illuminative. 

One of the most striking deals of the 
year, and one which had a stimulating 
effect at the time, was the purchase 
by James Campbell of the fee to the 
Grand-Leader Building, at Sixth street 
and Washington avenue, for -$2,000,900. 
The significance of this deal, besides 
the prominence of-the property and the 
amount of money involved, was that 
Mr. Campbell, the purchaser, who is 
one of the city’s ablest financiérs, show- 
ed he believed fees to St. Loulg prop- 
erty, under 9-year lease, was the saf- 
est possible form of permanent invest- 
ment. The purchase was made on a 
4 per cent basis, and assures him and 
his heirs a net annual income of *$80,- 
000. ‘ 

The other purchases of fees in the 
downtown district, on a lesser scale, 
however, shoved that his. opinion is 
shared by other men of means. Thomas 
Dunn bought property fronting 46 feet 
on the West line of Eighth street, be- 
tween Pine and Chestnut streets, for 
$100,000, while Col.. Edward Butler pur- 
chased 36 feet 6 inches on the east line 
of Seventh street, for $144,500. Both these 
purchases were on a basis of a little 
better than four per cent, and from the 
standpoint of location and income were 
conceded good buys. 


Frank A. Ruf was another business 
man to show his faith in the stability 
of downtown realty, having purchased 
the southwest corner of Twelfth and 
Chestnut streets for $142,500. 


The purchase at Seventh street and 

Lucas avenue by Patrick Burns for 
$111,000 was another deal typical of 
those closed in the business district. 


Probably the most important lease 
closed during the year was that of the 
building at the southwest corner of 
Broadway and Locust street, formerly 
occupied by Scruggs, Vandervoort & 
Barney. It was leased to the Mechan- 
ics-American National Bank for a long 
term of years. Extensive alterations 
have been made and the bank has 
taken possession of the building. The 
banking room and appointments are 
conceded to be among the handsomest 
and most dignified in the city. While 
the Mechanics-American was formerly 
located across thé4street, it was known 
for some time that it was seeking 
larger quarters, and tts decision to re- 
main on Broadway was considered a 
step in the direction of ‘permanently 
establishing the future of that inmmedii- 
ate district. 

Other Leases Show Confidehtce. 

Another important lease was that of 
the eight-story building at the north- 
West corner of Seventh and St./ Charlies 
streets to the Hess & Culberson Jewelry 
Co. Their removal was beneficial to this 
district and assures the future of Sev- 
enth street as~a center for the high- 
Class retail trade. 


The lease of ‘property 2202 and 2208 Pine 
street to the Desnoyers Shoe Co. meant 


more to St. Louis than an ordinary 


transaction of this character. In most 
instances when a lease is signed it re- 
sults in the vacating of another build- 
ing. by this lease, however, St. Louis 
acquired a new factory, which will give 
it additional importance as the Greatest 
center of the shoe industry 

Other leases covering Sulldings, lofts 
and stores were negotiated with out-pf- 
tcwn concerns, both as to original and

The improvement of the Catlin tract 
during the year, and the sale of miore 
than half of the lots which ft contains, 
in addition to the sale of a number of 
vacant lots in other high class resi-’ 
dence places, indicate that the future 
will witness the addition of numerous 
handsome homes in St, Louis. 

Fiats Are in Demand. 

As usual, medium-priced flats, resl- 
dences and combination buildings in all 
sections of the city played a conspic- 
uous part in the year’s trading, and 
the Mercantile Trust Company enjoyed 
a good share of the busiriess.

The outlook for the new year is favor- 
able.

= IGHTY-SEVEN per cent of the cut timber destroyed in the United 
States anntally, requiring replacement, is lost through decay. Fire, 
insects, marine borers and mechanical ab:asion, the principal other 
causes of destruction, combined account for the reniaining 19 per cent. Per- 
haps the actual figures illustrate the matter even more etri ingly. The 
total cut timber loss last year was 9,667,340 feet, of which decay accounted 
for 7,867,106 feet, other causes, Only 1,800,235 feet. 
It is for this reason that the United States is conducting exbaustive in- 
: véectigations into timber preserving processes. All classes of timber, from 
fence posts to piling and including lumber and shingles, are ine easing in 
cost as a result of the constantly inct@asing demand coupled with the loss 
from dé@cay and other causés. Poorer quality of timber fs of necessity 
substittited in many instances, so that the percentage of loss fiom decay 
will grow greater from year to year. All this increases the ravages on our

Dr. McBrien’s statement was made in connec- 
tion with a recommendation to the Board of 
Health that common cups be abolished from all 
public, private and parochial schools, public build- 
ings, office buildings and street and park foun- 
tains in East St. Louis. Dr. Crumbine cited the 
incident related while -ampaigning for the en- 
forcement of an order issued by the Kansas State 
Board of Health abolishing the cup. 

Kansas was the first State to open war on the 
public drinking cup—as it has been the first to 
move against many other evils of greater or less 
importance. It made this order effective against 
railways, public and private schools and State in- 
stitutions last March and it was upheld by an 
opinion of the Attorney-General in July. 

Michigan and Mississippi have joined Kansas 
in the crusade by issuing orders against the com- 
mon cup, while a number of other states which 


have not gone to the extent of placing an em- 


bargo on the cup have condemned its use in the 
severest terms, warning the public against it and 
recommending that railroads, schools, municipali- 
ties and public buildings generally abolish it. 
“What is to take the place of the public cup?” 
is one of the first questions asked of those who 
are campaigning agairst it. The answer is: “The 
individual cup and the flowing fountain.” 
| The first is available for buildings and trains, 
the second for streets and parks. — 


seekers and children, although looked upon some- 
what as a novelty. Presently, however, its sani- 
tary qualities and the fact that the water coming 
from such a fountain was cool and refreshing 
led to it being quite widely adopted. 

Pennsylvania lines were the first railroads to 
adopt the individual drinking cup. Possibly a 
word picture, painted by Dr. Dixon, Secretary of 
the Pennsylvania Board of Health, may have had 
something to do with hurrying the innovation. It 
is not altogether pleasant, but it undoubtedly rep- 
resents conditions quite true to life. 

“This picture from actual life can be duplicated 
on almost every train,” said Dr. Dixon. “The fa- 
ther of a family, well gone in consumption, after a 
fit of coughing and its necessary result, hastens to 
cool his burning throat, his sweeping mustache 
spreading well over the sides of the glass and 
into the water. The glass, with no pretense of 
cleansing, is then gallantly brought back to the 
wife with the innocent baby in her arms, both of 
whom partake. Then the other children, seized 
with imitative thirst, each travel to the cooler 
and slowly guzzle the cooling fluid. What op- 
portunities are here for the addition of a whole 
family to the roll of victims of tuberculosis! And 
what of the other passengers of the car?”

Individual cups are now being manufactured, 
and are used quite largely by many of the rail- 
roads and in public buildings, schools, institutions 
and department stores of the East and a few of 
the West. Those which appear to be the most 
effective and convenient are made of paper stif- 
fened with a coat of parafffn. 


These cups, round in the form of a glass, are 
stacked in large numbers in a glass tube which 
forms the upper part of a vendor. On the Eastern 
railways which use them they are placed at the 
side of the water cooler, the machines being 
nickel plated and adding to rather than de- 
tracting from the beauty of the coach finishings. 
A penny dropped in the slot will release one of 
these cups and it may be used for an entire trip, 
or after being used once it can be crumpled up 
and thrown in a receptacle placed there for the 
purpose. Some of the fountains in the larger de- 
partment stores of Eastern cities sell these indi- 
vidual cups across the counter; a few give a clean, 
new cup with each drink sold.

Prof. Parker instituted his own investigations 
two or three years ago. His basis for beginning 
them was the fact that some fishes have the 
power of making noises, The drum fish, for ex- 
ample, can be heard for a long distance. When a 
vessel is at anchor the fish may lie near it and 
keep up its monotonous song for hour after hour, 
and officers of vessels who have had the experi- 
ence characterize it as having the most demoraliz- 
ing effect upon the sailors. Some of the fishes

By other experiments he found that, 
Hough they have no nostrils, and although their 
smelling apparatus were entirely filled with wa- 
ter—a condition which, with a human being, 
would shut out the air that carries odors to our 
Olfactory centers—the fishes still had the sense 
of smell. : 
As to their sight, Prof. Parker made the aston- 
§ discovery that. the portion of the brain 
yhich controls the vision is, in some fishes, de- 
feloped to a very slight degree, while in others 
t is in a totally atrophied condition and whouy 
useless for the purposes of seeing. 
“That the horned pout can taste with \its tail is 
ne of the remarkable positive assertions made 
y Prof. Parker in his lectures. Further than 
at, this fish can taste with any part of its ex- 
erior body. Many fish, Prof. Parker declares, can 
te with any portion of their faces; but the

other items. 

By accident he jarred the aquarium and every 
fish darted to hide itself at the bottom. Fish 
with these sense organs out of commission were 
unmindful of such vibrations. So it seems reas- 
onable to assume that the organs of the lateral 
system of fishes are stimulated by vibrations and 
that in responding to vibrations they are in all 
probability primitive ears. 

Consideration of the anatomy shows the ear of 
the human to be but a fold in the skin and in 
the fishes and other creatures where it is not con- 
nected with the outer surface it proves to be a 
bit of skin folded in like a pocket eat first, then 
separated from the outer skin and developing in 
the interior of the creature into one sort or an- 
other of ear cavity. 

Man has retained touch, and the ear, but has 
lost the intermediate organs of the lateral line. 
The lectures cite examples of humans who, hav- 
ing lost their hearing, take pleasure in a substi- 
tute, that sensation which touch of a vibrating 
object would give them.

By means of experiments with the action of 
‘the sun scientists have gained information about 
the manner and ability of the fish to see. It is 
known that fishes have, at best, only an indis- 
tinct vision of things out of the water. But they 
are susceptible to light and the action of the 
sun shining through the water onto their sides 
and backs, the sensation being conveyed through 
the sense organs of the lateral line.

Practically all of our positive knowledge about 
fishes is of recent date. It has been only a short 
time since the experiments of Kreidl, which are 
referred to in Prof. Parker’s lectures, attracted 
attentian. In his experiments with goldfish, 
Kreid] removed the “ears” of a number of indi- 
viduals and, placing the earless fishes among 
others, noted their movements. He found that 
the earless fish seemed to hear quite as well as 
the normal onés. Kreidl’s conclusion was that all 


by the agitation of the string of the instrument 
was the stimulus whose effect upon the fishes was 
observed. The conditions of the experiment per- 
mitted that the experfmenters should be out of 
range of vision of the fish. , 

By this method Prof. Parker not only was able 
to refute Kreidl’s theory that fishes cannot hear,
